the Hunterstown-Mummasburg road, 
a quarter mile west of the Gcttys- 
burg-Carllsle highway. 
The tablet to be unveiled- on the 
terrace in front of the historic house 
and the roadside murker along the 
Biglerville road nearby will mark for 
posterity the only spot in Adams 
county where George Washington is 
known to have set foot

JURY PLACES NO 
BLAME IN FATAL 
BUS-AUTO CRASH 


Faced with conflicting testimony, 
a coroner's jury failed to fix blame 
for the fatal collision between a bus 
and an automobile a short distance 
east ol Gulden's station on the Lin­ 
coln highway, early on the morning 
of Saturday.

Clark said he be­ 
gan ’n pass (lie Garretson car after 
sounding two warning blasts on the 
bus horn. 
Clark testified that as 
he began the pass, the Garretson car 
swerved to the left toward the drive­ 
way 
Tile driver veered the bus to 
the left and off the highway in an 
effort to avoid hitting the car, but 
without success. 
Clark stated that after the crash 
he had discovered Garretson was 
badly hurt, although the two other 
occupants of the ear were not seri­ 
ously injured and the 35 persons 
riding on the bus were safe.

company delivery truck that arrived

San Francisco. June 14

medicine Monday broke the ice for 
possible convention discussion of a 
‘ socialized” system of treating per­ 
sons unable to pay their doctor bills. 
They conceded flatly that the de­ 
m ands of indigent and low income 
groups for free treatm ent had be­ 
come tax) great for the profession to 
bear alone.

given use to proposals that the need 
be met by federal funds. 
Retiring president of the Amer­ 
ican Medical association, Dr. J. H J. 
Upham, of Columbus. Ohio, said the 
collective thinking forced upon the 
profession by the unending flow of 
“depression” patients had awakened 
the doctors to social and economic 
questions. 
Assuming Hie presidency for 1938, 
Dr. Irvin Abell, of Louisville, K en­ 
tucky, told the convention that the 
country’s 130<000 physicians were 
donating probably $1,000,000 worth 
of services daily to indigent and low 
income patients. 
He said this was "a contribution 
not equalled or exceeded by any 
agency other than the federal gov­ 
ernment."

The ‘ golden 
X-rays, 
and 
their 
"leaden' counterparts, are made by 
a huge, domed generator developed 
at the Massachusetts Institute 
of 
Technology for use at the Collis P. 
Huntington Memorial 
hospital 
in 
Boston. 
It contains an X-ray tube 
16 feet long. 
The tube is a vacuum in which 
electrical energy from the top of the 
dome rushes down to strike elec­ 
trodes at the bottom. 
The bottom 
of the tube penetrates the root of a 
room underneath the generator and 
ends near beds for cancer patients. 
Tile bottom electrodes are either 
gold or lead. 
The electric current 
striking them produces million volt 
X-rays. 
Gold passes the rays into 
inc human body at the rate of 60 
units per minute; lead at 70. 
Before these rays reach a patient : 
they are filtered through four m illi­ 
meters of lead, lour of copper and 
one of aluminum 
Dr. Richard Dresser, of Boston, re­ 
ported the result of 26 persons with 
cancers inside the abdominal cavity. 
He found several advantages com­ 
pared with the 400,000-volt X-ray. 
the maximum power in general use. J 
The million volt rays were twice 1 
as cool.
